Coming of age as a breeder 

A personal perspective from Hal C.B. 
Clagett, who got the stork to leave not one, 
but two, 1992 Maryland-bred champions 


Wha. a wondrous feeling of hope guided our steps 
as my cousin Oden Bowie and I embarked on a very 
special mission, leading our rag-tag old mares down 
the long lane of Major Henry Leonard's neighboring 
Blythewood farm! 

We had heard that the stork visited Blythewood—an 
enthralling idea to two 10-year-old boys. 

Nothing much came of those hopes: although Maj. 
Leonard promised his best, the stork didn't favor my 
Bessie. But, in the several decades since then, I have 
experienced an identical hopefulness with nearly ev¬ 
ery passing spring. 


The joy that comes from planning a mating, nego¬ 
tiating the costs, visiting stallion stations, caring for 
the broodmare through all her veterinary treatments 
and months of waiting, then finally getting your 
homegrown race horse to the track—and watching 
him put his nose in front at the wire—is like nothing 
else. 

Of course, there have been many heartbreaks. My 
first real broodmare was Glimpse (a 1931 daughter of 
Mayne). I named her first foal Niliraga, which means 
fate. And the name turned out to be prophetic: that 
beautiful filly jumped a pasture fence and was struck 
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and killed by a newspaper delivery truck from Bal¬ 
timore. 

But you choose not to dwell on those. 

Better to remember that day at Bowie—in 1951— 
when I got my first horse to the races. I was his breed¬ 
er, owner, trainer, exercise boy and hotwalker, and 
while the crowd gathered up to the paddock, I strutted 
around full of pride. Although the colt—Glimpse's son 
Glimpse O.—was a 3-year-old, his debut had taken 
much more than three years in the planning. 

In fact. Glimpse O. resulted from a wedding present 
my first wife Dolly Sasscer and I had received in 1942. 
Dolly's Goucher College roommate Mary Rust was a 
daughter of David Rust, whose Rock Ridge Farm in 
Leesburg, Va., was then a major breeding establish¬ 
ment. Mr. Rust was very fond of Dolly, and as a gift he 
offered us our pick of his stallions, imported Gino, 
Halberd and Charley O. 

Unfortunately, World War II intervened. By the time 
I returned and we were able to take Mr. Rust up on his 
offer, there was only one stallion left at Rock Ridge. But 
I was delighted that one happened to be Charley O., a 
very game race horse who had finished third in the 
Kentucky Derby to Brokers Tip and Head Play. 

Thus was sparked my interest in pedigrees. 

"You've been sitting there looking at the same page 
for two hours!" Dolly would complain. 

My response would be: "Don't you realize that on 
this page are many names, which bring to mind many 
pedigrees. And that every line in those pedigrees con¬ 
jures up past performances and conformation charac¬ 
teristics that must be matched, or disregarded. This 
one page literally represents a world of possibility." 

How do you make the final selection of sire and 
dam? Basically, you try to put all your knowledge to 
work, along with intuition. You need a touch of that 
intuitive feeling: this is right. Sometimes that feeling 
can come like a torch of light, into a morass of confu¬ 
sion. 

When Rock Ridge Farm was dispersed in the early 
1950s, my brother Fendall and I went down there and 
each came home with three mares. From one of mine. 
Dancing Patsy (a foal of 1941 by Grand Time—Soldiers 
Dance by Man o' War), I turned a bit of a profit on 
several sales. Tobacco-growing, a chief enterprise for 
so many generations of Clagetts at our family's Weston, 
was by then a waning industry. Horses began to sub¬ 
stitute for tobacco as the principal cash crop. 

Success with Dancing Patsy led me to try using the 
Fair Play line, through Man o' War, on the bottom line

of pedigrees. I played with that for quite a while, with 
good luck and bad luck. 

There were more downs and disappointments than 
ups. Many an offering was brought back from the 
Timonium sales because the price didn't meet expecta¬ 
tions. Many years my horses generated more income 
for the sales company than they did for Weston. With¬ 
out my law practice, I couldn't have continued with the 
horse operation. Lawyer Clagett had to step in and 
support farmer Clagett. 

Then in the early 1970s, the stallions Aristocratic, 
*Beechpark, Run Fool Run and Bold Ambition, in 
whom I had purchased shares, gave the operation a 
real boost. 

It wasn't until the 1980s, however, that all those 
years of effort and hope truly came to fruition. Alden's 
Ambition (winner of six stakes and $326,820), Little 
Bold John (a multiple stakes winner of $1.9 million) 
and several other good ones were all the results of a 
nick—by John Alden out of Bold Ambition mares out 
of Restless Native mares. Nothing gives a breeder a 
greater thrill than to be the creator of a nick. 

Which brings us to last season. Having two Weston- 
breds (Carnirainbow and Ameri Valay) as Maryland- 
bred champions is like having two children graduate 
cum laude. Once again, there was a nick involved. Each 
was sired by Carnivalay, out of an Amerrico mare. 

Carnivalay (by Northern Dancer) stands at Country 
Life Farm, where I have had many wonderful associa¬ 
tions over the years. 

Amerrico is another long story. Needing to cut back 
on my stock in the early 1970s, I took some 30 horses to 
Houston, Tex., to a sale at the Astrodome. The sale 
didn't go too well, but I came home with a one-quarter 
interest in Amerrico. My intuition served me well. 
Amerrico went on to win the Sport Page Handicap for

us, and was syndicated to stand at Glencrest Farm in 
Kentucky. 

All our hopes for a long and prominent career in 
Kentucky were shot to pieces when he kicked at his 
groom, and opened a pin that pierced his leg and gave 
him a staph infection. The infection made Amerrico 
impotent, and the syndicate was dissolved. 

That wasn't quite the end of it, though. Amerrico 
was rehabilitated through Dr. Billy Day's veterinary 
treatment, and transferred to Day's Cedar Creek Farm 
in Texas, where he stood at stud for several seasons. I 
used to ship mares down to him—a long way, and a 
bother. Then in the late 1980s, he was put down after 
savaging a blacksmith who had gone into his stall and 
simply grabbed his halter. I spent several weeks in 
Texas, working on the legal aspects of that disaster. 

So you can see the kinds of things that rush back to 
mind. 

But spring is almost here, and in my ripe vintage of 
76 years. I'm blessed with joyful anticipation. I 
watched the 2-year-olds go forward to my esteemed 
trainer John J. (Jerry) Robb in early February, and the 
yearlings are coming along behind them. Here at West¬ 
on it's the peak of our busiest season, and we're in our 
tenth night with little or no sleep. □

Carnirainbow's 2-year-old campaign was long—13 
starts, from June through December. . .tough—month 
after month, she battled the cream of the local crop. . . 
and remarkably consistent—she had seven wins (five 
of which were stakes), and never failed to finish in the 
money. 

Campaigning for her breeder Hal C.B. Clagett, an 
Upper Marlboro attorney who has been a pillar of the 
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Maryland breeding industry for many years, the Car- 
nivalay filly earned yet another special distinction. She 
could be the best horse ever to race for Clagett. 

In only one season, she nearly eclipsed the record of 
Clagett's former all-time heroine Alden's Ambition, 
whose 80 starts resulted in 20 wins (six stakes) and 
earnings of $332,760. Clagett is also the breeder of $1.9 
million-earner Little Bold John, who was sold as a 
2-year-old. 

Like all of Clagett's horses, Carnirainbow is trained 
by John J. (Jerry) Robb, a Bowie-based conditioner who 
was honored by the Maryland Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men's Association as Maryland's outstanding trainer 
in 1991-'92. 

And like most of Clagett's good runners, Carnirain¬ 
bow is a testament to her breeder's patience. In the late 
1970s, Clagett bought her second dam Rainbow Ruthie 
(by Noble Jay) privately from one of the secretaries in 
his office. 

Rainbow Ruthie's 1982 filly by Amerrico, named 
Amerrico's Rainbow, was injured as a yearling and 
never raced. But in 1992 two of Amerrico's Rainbow's 
offspring won stakes for Clagett: Carnirainbow and 
her half-brother Rainbow Prospect (by Allen's Pros¬ 
pect). Rainbow Prospect was sold privately as a 3-year- 
old last spring to Dogwood Stable.

Secret Odds brings a well-deserved tribute to own¬ 
ers Sondra and Howard Bender. The Benders, part- 
owners of Glade Valley Farms near Frederick, have 
campaigned one of the state's largest and most active 
racing stables over the last decade. But homebred Se¬ 
cret Odds is their first Maryland-bred champion. 

Since demolishing the competition with his maid¬ 
en-breaking victory last July, the Secreto colt has left no 
doubt about his ability. He won three stakes, each time 


setting every fraction and scoring as favorite by defini¬ 
tive margins, and was a game runner-up to Sea Hero 
in the Grade 1 Champagne Stakes. He was the only 
Maryland-bred to compete in the 1992 Breeders' Cup 
at Gulfstream Park (finishing tenth in the Breeders' 
Cup Juvenile-Gl won by Gilded Time). 

"The mile and a sixteenth distance was too much for 
him in the Breeders' Cup," commented trainer Larry 
Murray. "It could be that he's a sprinter. Still, this is a 
very good colt." 

None the worse for wear after that trip. Secret Odds 
wound up his 2-year-old season with back-to-back vic¬ 
tories in Laurel's Devil's Bag Stakes and the Morven 
Breeders' Cup Stakes at Meadowlands. 

He was the highest-weighted Maryland-bred colt 
on the Experimental Handicap, assigned 115 pounds, 
11 less than champion Gilded Time. 

A half-brother to the Benders' good stakes-winning 
filly Clever Power ($274,072), Secret Odds was bred 
from the Kaskaskia mare Clever Miss, who was a 
$75,000 purchase at the 1984 Keeneland November 
sale.

Brilliant, but temperamental, Robert E. Meyerhoff's 
homebred annexed four stakes, including the Grade 2 
$125,000 Cotillion Handicap. 

Trainer Dickie Small, who has developed many 
outstanding horses, including Meyerhoff's $2.6 mil¬ 
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lion-earner Broad Brush, rates her among his best ever. 
But far from the easiest to handle: . . unruly and 
flipped in the paddock, was slowest from the gate. . . 
took the lead on the turn, drifted in midstretch, was 
put to pressure and just failed to last," was the Daily 
Racing Form footnote from Star Minister's 3-year-old 
debut last March in the Daffodil Stakes. 

In fact. Star Minister's antics kept her from compet¬ 
ing in the Maryland Million, Small envisioning a possi¬ 
ble nightmare situation in Pimlico's cramped paddock. 
Instead, that same day Star Minister was shipped to 
Philadelphia Park, where she collected a consolation 
prize—her first graded stakes victory, and third stakes 
win in a row. 

Star Minister concluded her championship cam¬ 
paign with a close second to Mz. Zill Bear (to whom 
she gave eight pounds) in the Grade 3 Martha Wash¬ 
ington Handicap at Laurel. 

Star Minister, whose sire Deputy Minister stood at 
Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City (Md.) until the 
farm's demise in 1988, is a daughter of the good stakes- 
winning mare Dynamic Star ($237,755, Sarsar S, Bryn 
Mawr S, 2nd Acorn S-Gl, Mother Goose S-Gl, etc.).

And one stallion—Country Life Farm's Carni¬ 
valay—sired both Carnirainbow and Ameri Valay. 


Like the others, Ameri Valay earned his title with a 
lengthy, hard campaign. He has come a long way since 
being claimed from Clagett for $16,000 as a 2-year-old. 

Only a few months later, on January 3, 1992, trainer 
King T. Leatherbury haltered him for $35,000 on behalf 
of the Bassfords, then sent the colt out to win three 
stakes and place in three others. 

Reaching his peak in November and December, 
Ameri Valay captured the $100,000-guaranteed North¬ 
ern Dancer Stakes (named for his grandsire) by a re¬ 
sounding eight and three-quarter lengths, and came 
back to a commanding score in the Annapolis Hand¬ 
icap. 

Throughout the last four months of the year, he 
started six times, without finishing farther back than 
third. 

He also became Carnivalay's fifth offspring to have 
earnings of more than $200,000. 

The first foal from his dam Amerrico's Sphinx (by 
Amerrico), Ameri Valay is reminiscent of Clagett's ex¬ 
perience with another homebred. Little Bold John.

Brilliant Brass has had an aura about her since the 
day she was born, according to owner Elaine Bassford. 
"It was cold and icy, but the veterinarian told us to turn 


the mare and foal out anyway. They tore around in the 
deep snow, until we finally went out and stopped 
them. My husband Nick and I said to ourselves: This 
little one certainly has heart!' " 

Not until her 5-year-old season did her true quality 
shine through. Compromised early in her career by 
knee problems and colic, the roan daughter of Marine 
Brass finally came into her own. By year's end, the 
Carlos Garcia-trained mare had racked up a total of 
nine stakes victories and three stakes placings, and 
earned $659,080. Although at her best going long, she 
won stakes at distances ranging from six furlongs to a 
mile and a quarter, at five race tracks. Five of her wins 
were graded stakes. 

Brilliant Brass highlighted a sensational year for 
Elaine and Nick Bassford, who have maintained a low- 
key breeding operation at their Memory Lane Farm in 
Davidsonville since the late 1970s. She was one of four 
stakes winners—and two Maryland-bred champi¬ 
ons—campaigned by the Bassfords in 1992. They sent 
Ameri Valay out to win three stakes; and Festive Feath¬ 
ers and Wait for the Lady, one stakes apiece. 

Brilliant Brass came back with a bruised foot after 
winning Laurel's All Brandy Handicap on December 
27, and was retired to the Bassfords' broodmare band, 
to be bred to Seeking the Gold.

A good horse can come from anywhere, as the 
saying goes. If you don't believe it, just look at what 
happened with Irish Swap. 

Irish Swap's breeder/owner Randal Hendricks may 
be an authority on baseball—a Houston, Tex.-based 
attorney, he is agent for many major league players. But 
he is out of his league when it comes to horses. "What 
has this horse done to make all the horse magazines 
beat a path to my door?" a bemused Hendricks asked, 
after Irish Swap won his first stakes. 

Introduced to the horse business in 1984 by Florida 
breeder/owners Gary and Steve Wolfson, Hendricks 
has a few broodmares, whom he boards in Kentucky, 
and several horses in training in the Midwest. 

Irish Swap's dam Graceful Swap (by Dr John Swaps) 
was sent to Jerold C. Hoffberger's Sunset Hill Farm in 
Woodbine (Md.) in 1987 to be bred back to the stallion 
Eminency. Hendricks sold the mare (in foal to Eminen- 
cy) later that year at a Timonium auction for $700. 

No one could have predicted Irish Swap's future 
back then. A useful horse at 3, and a minor stakes 
winner at 4, he vaulted into the top national handicap 
ranks last fall, defeating Sea Cadet, Silver Survivor and 
Twilight Agenda with his command performance in 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup-G2, for his sixth added- 
money victory of the season.

ing spring, and has improved steadily ever since. 

Winning or placing in eight of his nine starts last 
season. Circuit Bar gave a valiant effort before the 
hometown crowd on Maryland Million Day, finishing 
second to Make Azilian in the Mercedes-Benz Mary¬ 
land Steeplechase Handicap. He came back to a daz¬ 
zling 12-length victory in the $40,000 Metcalf Memorial 
Steeplechase at Red Bank. Then he crossed the finish 
line in new course record time (4:57) in the Grand Na¬ 
tional at Far Hills, but was disqualified and placed 
third for bearing in near the wire. 

Circuit Bar's trainer Alicia Murphy belongs to a well- 
established family of Baltimore County horsepeople— 
she is a cousin of trainers Katy Voss and Ann Merry- 
man. Circuit Bar races in the name of Alicia Murphy's 
husband Michael, an investment banker. Other good 
horses conditioned by Murphy include 1990 timber 
horse of the year Joe's O. K. 

Circuit Bar is the first stakes winner bred by Moose, 
who has a landscape contracting business. All Season 
Unlimited, Inc., and has been in the horse business for 
about 12 years. 

Circuit Bar's achievements gained a rare distinction 
for the stallion Mokhieba, who also sired the 1991 Mary¬ 
land-bred steeplechase champion.

Fourbros dispersal 

One of Maryland's most successful 
partnerships of the past two decades, 
the Fourbros Stable of brothers Bob and 
Tom Manfuso and Jeff and George 
Huguely, is being dissolved. 

The break-up came because one of 
the brothers, George Huguely, has lost 
interest in racing. "We always had that 
one good horse that carried the opera¬ 
tion," said Jeff Huguely. "But we ha¬ 
ven't had one lately. So from a business 
standpoint, it just seemed like a good 
time to sell." 

As phase one of a complete disper¬ 
sal, Fourbros sold 15 horses—five year¬ 
lings and ten horses of racing age—at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Winter 
Mixed sale, on February 7 at Timon- 
ium. Chanceland Farm was agent for 
the consignment. 

The yearlings grossed $60,000, the 
top price being an $18,500 colt by Al¬ 
len's Prospect—Golden Triad. 

Among horses of racing age, a 
3-year-old Allen's Prospect—Latin Puz¬ 
zle filly drew the highest bid, selling for 


$27,000. Included in the consignment 
were two stakes winners (both geld¬ 
ings): Midas, who sold for $22,000; and 
Jeweler's Choice, $15,000. 

Horses of racing age brought a total 
of $150,000. 


Abbundi retires

di. 

Believed to be the longest-active rac¬ 
ing secretary at any major race track in 
the country, Abbundi, 66, had been in 
the job for 27 years.

Dr. Bill Solomon has followed 
his own prescription for success

L»et others spend a lot of money trying to come up 
with that one "super" horse. 

Bill Solomon has chosen a different route. 'The se¬ 
cret to success in the horse business/' says Dr. Sol¬ 
omon, a veterinarian who is in the business of breed¬ 
ing, foaling, boarding, training and racing both 
Thoroughbreds and Standardbreds, "is to participate 
at a level that you can make profitable." 

Dr. Solomon's Pin Oak Lane Farm—a sprawling, 
400-acre establishment that actually consists of five 
separate farms located within a ten-mile radius in 
southern Pennsylvania and Maryland—was literally 
built on that strategy. 

With some adjustments, the farm operates just as 
successfully the '90s as it did in the '80s and '70s, Dr. 
Solomon says. 

"We grew along with the industry, in the 1970s and 
1980s," he explains. "When the economy leveled off. 


so did this farm. But, in the spring. Pin Oak Lane's 
facilities are still used to capacity." 

Solomon aims to "capitalize on a range of options." 
So he races trotters in Maryland, which has "a million 
dollars worth of bonus money available, and fewer 
than 100 foals being produced ever year who are eligi¬ 
ble to compete for it." But he stands a Thoroughbred 
stallion—Sportin' Life—in Pennsylvania, where the 
son of Nijinsky II dominates the sire ranks. 

Each year. Pin Oak Lane foals some 100 mares, 
mostly for outside clients, at the Maryland farm, which 
is equipped with a neonatal intensive care unit. 

"It just makes sense," says Dr. Solomon. "I believe 
in quality, in breeding the best you can afford. The key 
word is afford. If I had my choice. I'd buy a million- 
dollar mare and breed her to Mr. Prospector. Since I 
don't have that option. I've chosen to diversify, and 
pick the spots where I know I can be competitive." 

















His advice for someone starting out in the business: 
"Don't aim for great success. Think in terms of partici¬ 
pation over time, and let success happen." 

Although he has never raced a superstar, Solomon 
bred 1982 world champion pacing filly Albaquel. For 
clients, he has foaled the likes of 1992 Kentucky Derby 
winner Lil E. Tee; 1989 Hambletonian winner Park Av¬ 
enue Joe; and Napoletano, who defeated Mack Lobell 
while winning the 1987 Kentucky Futurity and earned 
almost $3 million. 

Dr. Solomon, 51, has a background as diverse as his 
business interests. He grew up on a 289-acre farm near 
Gettysburg (Pa.), where his father. Dr. S. David Sol¬ 
omon, an obstetrician/gynecologist, bred and showed 
Arabians. A college athlete as well as a scholar, he 
played varsity baseball for three seasons at George¬ 
town University, then graduated from the University 
of Pennsylvania School of Veterinary Medicine in 1968, 
and served a surgical residency at the University of 
Minnesota in 1968-'69. 

Specializing in equine reproduction, he gained ex¬ 
perience in the early 1970s as a resident veterinarian at 
two of the world's leading Standardbred breeding es¬ 
tablishments, Hanover Shoe Farms in Hanover, Pa., 
and Castleton Farm, in Lexington, Ky. He was a dele¬ 
gate to the First World Congress on Equine Reproduc¬ 
tion in England in 1974. 

He planted the seeds of his present-day operation in 
1970, with the purchase of a run-down 184-acre farm in 
New Freedom, Pa., an old Pennsylvania Dutch settle¬ 
ment less than a mile from the Maryland line. The 
barns and outbuildings, which nestle into the hills like 
a setting from a Christmas train garden, were lovingly 
remodeled. The original farmhouse, built in 1850, be¬ 
came Dr. Solomon's modern surgical clinic.

In 1973, he set up a general equine practice in the 
surrounding area of Maryland and Pennsylvania and 
set out to make his mark on two fronts. His veterinary 
practice and farm developed simultaneously. 

"By 1980, everything was thriving," says Dr. Sol¬ 
omon. "We were boarding a lot of mares who came to 
be bred at Hanover Shoe Farms. And we obtained a lot 
of foreign accounts (involving Standardbreds) from 
Germany and Italy, many of which we still have. 
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"Ten years or so ago, we acquired some large com¬ 
mercial clients, limited partnerships. Two or three of 
these clients each sent 30 to 50 mares. Our business 
was booming—at one point we had 30 employees." 

Profits from the farm went to buy more land, and 
improvements. "We parlayed the profits, and paid for 
it as we went along," says Dr. Solomon. 

In addition to his original farm in New Freedom, 
where Dr. Solomon continues to have his veterinary 
clinic, office and home. Pin Oak Lane Farm consists of 
three other properties in Pennsylvania, and one in 
Maryland. Each serves specific functions. 

Stallions are housed at the 25-acre breeding divi¬ 
sion, also in New Freedom. Most of the training and 
breaking is also done on this farm, which is equipped 
with a three-eighths mile Fibar track used by both 
Thoroughbreds and Standardbreds. 

Yearlings and race track turnouts are sent to the 
yearling division, located on 56 acres in Shrewsbury 
(Pa.). This farm is the center for one of Pin Oak Lane's 
less widely-known, but long important enterprises. 
"We prepare and test a lot of horses for export," says 
Dr. Solomon. "This is where we have our isolation fa¬ 
cility." 

Another 130-acre property in New Freedom, which 
Dr. Solomon calls his "farming farm" is used mostly 
for growing hay, although a few broodmares stay 
there. 

The Maryland division—in Freeland—is comprised 
of 52 acres, and used for stallions and broodmares. 

Although all the farms bear the Pin Oak Lane trade¬ 
marks—cream-colored barns with brown trim—two

are not owned by Dr. Solomon. He leases the Mary¬ 
land farm and the crop farm, the latter of which he 
used to own, but sold a few years ago. "Owning a lot of 
property doesn't have the advantages it used to," Dr. 
Solomon points out. "This arrangement is a better deal 
for me." 

At its peak of prosperity, in the mid-1980s. Pin Oak 
Lane entered the stallion business, and has for several 
years stood the two dominant Standardbred sires in 
Maryland—T.V. Yankee (a trotter) and Tyler's Mark (a 
pacer). 

Altogether, Pin Oak Lane now has a total of five 
stallions—T.V. Yankee and Tyler's Mark at the Mary¬ 
land division; and, in Pennsylvania, the Thorough¬ 
breds Sportin' Life and Rex Imperator, and Stan¬ 
dardbred (pacer) Circle of Light. 

The farm's first Thoroughbred stallion, Rex Impera¬ 
tor, also joined the Pin Oak Lane roster in the mid-'80s. 
"Rex Imperator was fairly successful at first," says Dr. 
Solomon. "But as the market weakened, his situation 
weakened with it." 

When the bottom fell out of the horse market in the 
late 1980s, Pin Oak Lane, like most other establish¬ 
ments, was hit hard. "A lot of our big clients were 
victims," says Dr. Solomon. "By 1990, although we 
had the best Standardbred stallions in Maryland, we 
needed to add some direction. 

"So we started exporting more horses, and made 
more of a commitment to training and racing our own 
horses. That's when we built the training track. 

"We became even more of a full-service facility, and 
expanded on the Thoroughbred side." 


A key ingredient in the Solomon's redesign was the 
stallion Sportin' Life. Sportin' Life came to Pin Oak 
Lane in 1992, after an up and down career at William S. 
Farish's Lane's End Farm in Kentucky. Handsomely- 
bred (by Nijinsky II—Homespun by Round Table) and 
a multiple stakes winner of $181,726, Sportin' Life is 
far from a total bust at stud. He has been represented 
by six stakes winners, one of whom, $3.3 million-earn¬ 
er Bet Twice, was first-rate.

"From a practical, business standpoint. Sportin' 
Life was ideal," says Dr. Solomon. "He was slipping in 
Kentucky, but bring him somewhere else, like Penn¬ 
sylvania, and he's far superior." 

Solomon hopes, within the next few years, to add a 
proven Thoroughbred sire to his Maryland operation. 
"That horse would have to be on a par with the best 
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Dr. Solomon, with help from Jennifer Martin, examines 
first 1993 foal by Pin Oak Lane Farm stallion 
Sportin' Life, a filly out of Silent Snipe born January 3.

(Thoroughbred) stallions in Maryland to make it 
worthwhile," he says. 

Gradually, Solomon is shifting his focus from Stan- 
dardbreds to Thoroughbreds. A 100 percent Stan- 
dardbred operation in the beginning. Pin Oak Lane is 
now "two-thirds Standardbred and one-third Thor¬ 
oughbred, both in numbers and financial investment," 
he says. The two breeds are mixed together, at all Pin 


Oak Lane divisions. "The Thoroughbred side is grow¬ 
ing, and in a few more years it will likely catch up." 

Dr. Solomon now owns about 15 Thoroughbred 
broodmares and 30 to 35 Standardbreds. Thorough¬ 
breds are typically sold privately, after they have start¬ 
ed in training. Most of the young Standardbreds are 
sold at auction. 

Currently in training for Dr. Solomon are 12 Thor¬ 
oughbreds and four Standardbreds. "We break and 
start them all here," he says. "Jerry Witte does a great 
job of breaking our Thoroughbred yearlings and bring¬ 
ing them along as 2-year-olds. They go on to (Pennsyl¬ 
vania-based trainer) Dennis Mills; Standardbreds are 
sent to Walter Ross Jr. at Rosecroft and Sam Beegle in 
Lancaster." 

Although the scope of his operation—there is a total 
of about 150 horses now in residence at Pin Oak Lane— 
would boggle some people's minds. Dr. Solomon 
seems to have no trouble keeping up with it all. He 
easily discusses what's going on in both the Thorough¬ 
bred and Standardbred worlds—as well as the world of 
veterinary medicine. 

"It comes naturally," he says. "Almost by a process 
of osmosis. I've been doing this all my life." 

He spends about half of his time running the farm, 
with the assistance of his longtime office manager Ann 
Schultz ("She's more than an employee—she's like a 
partner in the business") and the rest with his veteri¬ 
nary practice. "I still enjoy making calls— taking care 
of children's ponies, and sport horses," he says. "It's a 
welcome change." He's a solo practitioner, although 
he has had associates in the past. 

Dr. Solomon's areas of expertise converge at the Pin 
Oak Lane neonatal clinic, where he deals with many 
kinds of problems and potential problems. "We're par¬ 
ticularly concerned about the transference of immu¬ 
nity," he explains. "Foals are monitored very carefully. 
We keep a colostrum bank, with a substantial supply of 
colostrum on hand at all times. We also have facilities 
to take care of sick foals, a lab, and surgical facilities." 

"The horse business has been good to me," says Dr. 
Solomon, who is single ("I don't like that word "di¬ 
vorced") and has two children from his marriage to the 
former Kathleen Donnelly, which ended about ten 
years ago. His daughter Tricia, 22, was a top junior 
show hunter rider. A 1992 graduate of Georgetown 
University, Tricia teaches English at Gonzaga Prep 
school in Washington, D.C. Dr. Solomon's son, Chris¬ 
topher 18, is a freshman at Wake Forest University, 
enrolled on a tennis scholarship. 

"If I'm proudest of anything in my professional ca¬ 
reer," says Dr. Solomon. "It's the way I've adapted to 
change. The horse business is extremely difficult, with 
a lot of conflicts and disappointments. You can't con¬ 
trol a lot of what happens to you. By spreading my 
options. I've managed to avoid some of the common

She came back to finish third, behind Cormorant's Flight 
and Bocamis, in the Jameela Stakes on January 30.

Thoroughbreds have it all— 
speed, stamina and courage 

By Margaret Worrall 


ar horse, steeplechaser, show horse, polo pony, 
event competitor, foxhunter, child's pony; Quarter 
Horse, Morgan, Standardbred, Warmblood— 
throughout the years, all have been profoundly influ¬ 
enced by the Thoroughbred breed. 

"The Thoroughbred has always been the best horse 
in the world," contends Canadian veterinarian Peter 
Birdsall, who originated the Horses in Sport Federa¬ 
tion to tabulate the breeding and performance records 
of equine show, three-day and dressage competitors. 

Developed predominantly for racing, the Thor¬ 
oughbred combines qualities of speed, stamina and 
courage which are equally in demand for a variety of 
other equine endeavors. 

From the time of the Calverts, the Lords Baltimore, 
the Thoroughbred has been the preeminent breed in 
Maryland. The first stud of English blood in America is 


said to have been Maryland Governor Samuel Ogle's 
imported Spark. 

George Washington's favorite mount was the Thor¬ 
oughbred stallion Magnolia, who sired blooded fox- 
hunters as well as superior race horses of colonial 
times. When the Revolutionary War broke out, many 
of Magnolia's offspring were enlisted to carry Ameri¬ 
can cavalry officers. 

During the Civil War, Thoroughbreds were the 
choice of every officer on both sides who could procure 
such a steed. 

One of the most highly regarded was Confederate 
General Jeb Stuart's Thoroughbred foxhunter Mary¬ 
land. 

Before the modern military became entirely mecha¬ 
nized during World War II, the U.S. cavalry developed 
a long history of breeding its own Thoroughbred

In 1984, the U.S. won a team gold medal in com¬ 
bined training with an essentially all-Thoroughbred 
team. Bruce Davidson rode J.J. Babu (Babu Dancer— 
Polymelia); Torrance Watkins had Finvarra (registered 
as Naval Express, by Navan—Already Broke); Michael 
Plumb was on Blue Stone (Half Bread—Queen's Tas- 
ban); and Karen Stives piloted the Irish three-quarter 
Thoroughbred/draft cross Ben Arthur. 

The same Olympic games (1984) produced Ameri¬ 
ca's first team gold medal and its first individual gold 
medal in show jumping. 

Cinderella personified was a small, ladylike Thor¬ 
oughbred mare, an utter failure on the race track, un¬ 
placed in six starts. 

Bred by former Maryland flat track jockey Jennifer 
Rowland Small, Touch of Class (registered as Still- 
aspill) is by Yankee Lad out of Kluwall by Cornwall. 

When the filly proved useless as a flat runner. Small, 
who also trains steeplechase horses, sent her to Hall of 
Fame trainer D. Michael Smithwick to try racing over 
jumps. 

Ineffectual there too, she was passed along to show 
jump trainer Sylvia Hechter. 

The rest, as they say, is show jumping history. Pur¬ 
chased by the Sandron partnership of USET members 
Conrad Homfeld and Joe Fargis, Touch of Class (barely 
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horses, horses able to endure grueling distances in 
actual combat, but well-disciplined and elegant 
enough to perform ceremonial maneuvers as well. 

From these military capabilities arose the Olympic 
equestrian sports, closed to civilian competitors until 
after World War II. 

Among the most famous Olympic Army products 
was Democrat, a bronze medal winner in show jump¬ 
ing foaled at Fort Robinson, Nebr. 

Once the Olympics became a civilian domain, the 
race tracks became the most fertile source of equine 
participants. 

Even in dressage, which has been consistently dom¬ 
inated by European riders and horses, it was thanks to 
a superlative performance by a non-starter off the track 
that the United States dressage team captured its first 
medal (a bronze) in 1976 at Montreal. 

The star of this show was a 17.2-hand California- 
bred chestnut renamed Keen, owned, trained and rid¬ 
den by Hilda Gurney. 

Registered with The Jockey Club as Willoughby (by 
Money Broker—Mable Victory), the gelding won, in 
addition to that first bronze, the individual gold medal 
in the 1975 and 1979 Pan-American Games, and was 
named United States Dressage Federation horse of the 
year in 1985 at age 19. 

The first American three-day individual gold medal 
victory was also garnered in 1976. Tad Coffin won the 
honor with Bally Cor, an 11-year-old Thoroughbred 
mare by the steeplechaser Cormac, who also sired 
Maryland Hunt Cup winners Morning Mac and Burn- 
mac, out of Ballylickey.

Thoroughbreds, and the entire 1992 dressage team, 
winning a medal (the bronze) for the first time since 
1976, was Warmblood. 

"However, the Thoroughbred influence in these 
Warmblood breeds is profound," explains Peter Bird- 
sail. "The reason the Warmbloods are good is that they 
are influenced by the Thoroughbred. All the European 
sport breeds are based on three Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions: Ladykiller, Cottage Son and Marlon." 

One of the most obvious forums for the Thorough¬ 
bred off the race track is steeplechasing. The moder¬ 
ately slower pace often sets the scene for the athletic 
horse who just isn't quite fast enough to win on the 
flat. Most jump race trainers prefer a prospect that has 
some flat form because of the information it supplies 
about the animal's potential. 

In the early days of steeplechasing, most of the com¬ 
petitors came from foxhunting stock, owner-ridden 
horses competing over natural country at the end of 
the season. 

An early example, the winner of numerous jump 
races and runner-up to his half-brother Johnny Miller 
in the inaugural Maryland Hunt Cup in 1894 was Tim 
Burr. 

The favorite foxhunter of Green Spring Valley Hunt 
Club founder and MFH Redmond C. Stewart, Tim 
Burr also won frequently at horse shows and on Sun¬ 
days pulled a fashionable tilbury cart to St. Thomas 
Church. 

More to the point in modern steeplechasing are 
such horses as Marion duPont Scott's Battleship, a 
15.2-hand son of Man o' War who won stakes on the 
flat before capturing the 1938 Aintree Grand National.

15.2) won four Nations Cups as well as her double gold 
medals. 

Over the past decade, the European Warmblood 
has become popular in the show jumping and com¬ 
bined training worlds. On the 1992 Olympic show 
jumping team (which finished fifth), only one mem¬ 
ber, Lisa Jacquin, rode a Thoroughbred, a former race 
horse. 

Nevertheless, this 19-year-old, renamed For the 
Moment (registered name Hitch'n Celebrate, by Cele¬ 
bration—Hitch'n Love by Double Hitch), possesses an 
extraordinarily long and spectacular record spanning 
12 years, including a team silver medal in 1988 in Ko¬ 
rea, a Nations Cup win in Mexico, and the 1991 award 
for the American Grandprix Association horse of the 
year. 

"For the Moment isn't very big, only 15.2 hands," 
says Jacquin, with obvious affection, "but he does well 
because he tries so hard." 

In 1992, the AGA horse of the year was another 
Thoroughbred, Gem Twist, the only horse in AGA his¬ 
tory to win this title three times (1987, 1989, 1992). 

Unlike For the Moment, however. Gem Twist was 
never intended for the race track. Bred to be a jumper 
by six-time Olympic show jumping rider Frank Cha- 
pot. Gem Twist (by Good Twist—Coldly Noble by No¬ 
ble Jay) owns two Olympic silver medals in addition to 
his many other accolades. 

Chapot credits Gem Twist's legendary success to 
natural athletic ability. Thoroughbred speed, and the 
fact that the 13-year-old gelding "tries so hard." 

Of the 1992 combined training team, only two of the 
four competitors (Sandscript and Sassy Reason) were 















Jay Trump (Tonga Prince—Be Trump by Bern- 
borough) is an example from the other end of the scale. 
Purchased at Charles Town for $2,500 by Crompton 
Smith Jr., Jay Trump won the Maryland Hunt Cup 
three times and in 1965 became the first American- 
bred, owned and ridden winner of England's Grand 
National. 

This year's steeplechase Eclipse award winner. 
Lonesome Glory (Transworld—Stronghold-Fr by 
Green Dancer), owned by Mrs. Walter Jeffords and 
trained by Bruce Miller, was late being broken and 
ended up with Mrs. Jeffords's daughter Sally as a show 
horse prospect. When that idea didn't work out, the 
chestnut was sent to Miller as a 3-year-old steeplechas¬ 
ing candidate. 

Winning his debut over hurdles at Fair Hill in Octo¬ 
ber 1991, Lonesome Glory went on to be the NSHA 
novice champion in 1992, with six wins in eight starts, 
including the first American victory in England in the 
Sport of Kings series. 

Being primed to follow in the footsteps of these su¬ 
perstars is timber champion Von Csadek, horse of the 
year in 1988, winner of two Virginia Gold Cups and the 
1992 Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Owned by Sheppard-Worrall Stable and trained by 
Doug Worrall, Von Csadek was purchased as a long- 
shot 'chase prospect at 3, having won only once in 22 
starts. 

Moderately successful over hurdles, the son of Pres¬ 
ident out of the * Hawaii mare Hail Hawaii came into his 
own over the big fences. In 1990, Von Csadek com¬ 
peted one season in England in addition to his Ameri¬ 
can triumphs, finishing first twice, and second once in

four starts. In 1993, the dark brown gelding is being 
prepared for the English Grand National. 

Furthermore, once their steeplechasing careers are 
over, some of the best of these Thoroughbred horses, 
like old Tim Burr 100 years ago, carry their owners into 
the hunt field. Tuscalee, Mountain Dew, Inkslinger, 
Cancottage, Sugar Bee and Tom Bob are a few who 
come immediately to mind. 

Polo, especially at the highest levels, is one more 
sport in which the Thoroughbred reigns supreme. 

John Oxley, owner of Oxley Polo Stables in Tulsa, 
Okla., tells of seeing a striking animal come into the 
paddock for a maiden race. "That horse is precisely the 
type to be a top-grade polo pony," Oxley reportedly 
commented to his wife. The horse's name was Secre¬ 
tariat. 

"We have the largest polo breeding and training 
complex in the U.S., and we don't use any mixed blood 
at all," states Oxley. "No other breed has the en¬ 
durance to run three or four miles all-out in a seven 
and a half-minute chukker, which is what we ask of 
high-goal ponies." 

Florida flat trainers Bart Evans and Joey Casey are 
polo players themselves. With this combination of vo¬ 
cation and avocation, they are constantly on the watch 
for the right race horse to be converted into a polo 
pony. 
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Thoroughbred speed and strength is prized both in the 
polo field and in a quality child's pony, as demonstrated 
by breeder Nancy Reed's Thoroughbred/Welsh crosses. 

"Many of the ponies playing in the U.S. come from 
South America, where Thoroughbreds have been bred 
expressly for polo," explains Cindy Halle, who 
coaches the Garrison Forest School polo team and 
plays for the Maryland Polo Club. 

Yet, she adds: "Many of the American players who 
get their livings making polo ponies to resell form con¬ 
nections with people at the race track to pick up polo 
prospects." 

In addition to its preeminence as a competition ani¬ 
mal, the Thoroughbred may also claim status as the 
foundation sire for the Morgan, Quarter Horse and 
Standardbred. 

All Morgans can be traced back to a colt born in 
Vermont in 1789, by True Briton, a Thoroughbred once 
owned by the British Army general Oliver DeLancey, 
and out of a grade mare. 

During his 32 years, Justin Morgan (the horse) 
eclipsed his rivals at weight-pulling, trotting, flat rac¬ 
ing, parading and farm work, while also standing at 
stud. 

Created in 1940, the American Quarter Horse Asso¬ 
ciation has grown to be the largest breed registry in the 
world. In these circles, the forefather of the breed is 
considered to be Janus, a Thoroughbred stallion im¬ 
ported from England to Virginia in 1757. 

Eastex is an appropriate example of the modern 
Quarter Horse race horse. By Texas Dancer (Native 
Dancer—Lullah) out of Tall Cotton, by Easy Jet, Eastex 
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became the richest 2-year-old of any breed in history 
with earnings of $1,573,622 in his first year of racing: 
ten wins, one second, two thirds in 14 starts. 

The maternal grandsire of Eastex, Easy Jet, has as 
one of his ancestors Top Deck, a King Ranch foal of 
1947, who foundered as a 2-year-old and never raced. 
Of the top money-winning Quarter Horses in the 
country, half can be traced to Top Deck. 

Surely pulling a wheeled vehicle does not suit our 
common perception of the Thoroughbred. Neverthe¬ 
less, 99 percent of today's Standardbreds hark back to a 
horse named Hambletonian. 

Born in 1849 in upstate New York, Hambletonian 
was a son of Abdullah, a Thoroughbred of undis¬ 
tinguished racing credentials bred to an unknown 
mare. 

Even in a quality child's pony, the strength of the 
Thoroughbred is paramount. Eastern Shore breeder 
Nancy Reed has been extremely successful crossing 
her small Thoroughbred mares, such as Secret Pros¬ 
pect and Foxwood Springtime, with her Welsh pony 
stallions. 

Foxwood Springtime is by the Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lion Cowboy Joy, who stood for years at the renowned 
Farnley Pony Farm. His get were pony-sized, but 
stamped indelibly Thoroughbred. 

In another popular childhood pastime, pony racing, 
Elizabeth Voss, daughter of trainer/breeders Tom and 
Mimi Voss, competed last spring on Tent Show, a pint- 
sized Thoroughbred by Carnivalay out of a stakes-win- 
ning mare. 

The point is inescapable: appropriately placed, the 
Thoroughbred horse can do it all. □

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Ralph Elsmo 

Ralph Norman Elsmo, a longtime 
friend of racing who helped promote 
the business through leadership of the 
Maryland Horse Council in the 1980s, 
died in mid-December following a long 
struggle with chronic emphysema. He 
was 73. 

A native of Racine, Wise., Elsmo at¬ 
tended the University of Wisconsin for 
two years, playing football as a running 
back. After World War II broke out, he 
joined the U.S. Army and served as a 
captain with the Army's Norwegian ski 
troops. Later, he worked with the war¬ 
time Office of Strategic Services, fore¬ 
runner of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

Following the war, he went to work 
as a salesman for a Baltimore trucking 
firm, and "fell in love with Baltimore." 
He went on to build a public relations 
and advertising career that included 25 
years of organizing Preakness infield 
celebrations and 20 years staging Colts 
halftime shows. He helped the original 
Baltimore Bullets basketball team sell 
tickets and, as a concert promoter in the 
1960s, staged performances by many 
well-known performers. 

Elsmo, who learned to play the pi¬ 
ano at the age of 6, wrote the lyrics to 


songs about the Preakness, the Colts, 
and Maryland. 

He is survived by his wife of 50 
years, lone, two sons, Leif Elsmo of An- 
napolis and Kim Elsmo of Gai¬ 
thersburg; and two daughters, Nina 
Morrison of Monkton and Gretchen 
Cook of northern Baltimore County. 





Marion Robinson 

Marion (Tookie) Robinson, 78, long¬ 
time broodmare manager of Corbett 
Farm in Monkton, Md., died December 
4. He had retired last June following a 
60-year career with the farm (formerly 
known as Stymie Manor). 

Robinson, who learned his trade 
from Kentucky horseman Beaufort 
White, supervised the care of brood¬ 
mares and weanlings and delivered 
foals through four eras of ownership at 
Corbett. He carried on at full sail until 
the end, delivering 37 foals last spring 
without once calling on the services of a 
veterinarian. 

Survivors include his wife of 57 
years, Gladys Robinson; a daughter, 
Roberta Johnson; and two grand¬ 
children.

John B. Merryman 

Prominent breeder/owner John B. 
Merryman died unexpectedly January 
23 at his home. The Orebanks, in 
Sparks. He was 70. 

Mr. Merryman, a former president 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation (1974-'76), was involved in all 
facets of the racing industry. He was 
known for his strong opinions, which 
he never hesitated to express, and also 
his many acts of generosity. Com¬ 
mented former MHBA general manag¬ 
er Snowden Carter: "John lived life ex¬ 
actly the way he wanted to live it—with 
no restraints." 

Born in Cockeysville at his family's 
Gerar Farm, now the site of the Hunt 
Valley Inn, Merryman grew up at Mint 
Meadows Farm on Belfast Road. From 
an early age, he followed in the foot¬ 
steps of his father, the late Louis 
McLane Merryman, a successful live¬ 
stock auctioneer and horseman. At 14, 
Merryman exhibited his first champion 
Guernsey heifer, Gerar Clara, at the 
Maryland State Fair. He also foxhunted 
and rode in shows and point-to-point 
races. He won the My Lady's Manor on 
Monty R., and rode in the 1940 and '41 
Maryland Hunt Cups. 

Merryman graduated from Phillips- 
Andover Academy and attended Cor¬ 


nell University for one year before en¬ 
listing in the Navy in 1942. He subse¬ 
quently joined the Marine Corps, 
where he achieved the rank of first lieu¬ 
tenant and served as a fighter pilot sta¬ 
tioned in Okinawa during World War II. 

Returning home after the war, he 
took over the family livestock auc¬ 
tioneering business, Louis McLane 
Merryman & Sons Co., which had been 
founded in 1925 by his father. 

In 1947, he married the former Kath¬ 
arine (Kitty) Warfield, and purchased 
The Orebanks, a 500-acre farm that has 
since served as home to countless gen¬ 
erations of horses and cattle, as well as 
the Merrymans' own six children, five 
of whom grew up to be professional 
horsepeople. The Merrymans began 
breeding race horses at The Orebanks 
in the late 1940s, and over the years 
have been represented by many hard¬ 
hitting campaigners, and some true 
standouts. The most memorable of all 
was homebred Twixt. Out of a mare 
(Eveleen, by Quarter Deck) whom Mr. 
Merryman purchased at a Timonium 
auction for $2,000, Twixt won 18 stakes, 
a record among Maryland-bred flat 
runners at that time, and was Mary¬ 
land's horse of the year in 1973 and '74. 

Other Merryman stakes winners in¬ 
clude Smart 'n Quick, Due North, Re¬ 


buff, Pistol White, Push 'n Six, Run 
Spot, Lady Lyndy and Wood Fox. 

In 1988, Mr. and Mrs. Merryman re¬ 
ceived a Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association award for their 
success in racing homebreds. "They 
certainly proved you don't have to 
spend a fortune to be successful in the 
breeding business," said the Merry¬ 
mans' daughter Katy Voss, who trained 
some of their best runners, including 
Twixt. "But it didn't just happen. Ped¬ 
igrees and crosses are something 
they've followed all their lives." 

A director of the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen's Association, the 
group representing owners and train¬ 
ers, Merryman also took a keen interest 
in any and all issues involving horse¬ 
men. 

His career in the cattle industry was 
just as illustrious. Merryman managed 
nearly every major Guernsey sale in 
North America, selling dairy cattle in 40 
states and Canada. By 1977, of the 66 
Guernsey bulls that had been sold for 
$10,000 or more in North America, 
Merryman had auctioned off 62 of 
them and sold 86 of the 94 highest-sell¬ 
ing Guernsey milk cows. 

He was considered one of the 
world's foremost authorities on Guern¬ 
sey dairy cattle and exhibited numer¬ 
ous champions at the Maryland State 
Fair and the National Dairy Show in 
Waterloo, Iowa. 

Mr. and Mrs. Merryman instilled 
the love of animals into their children, 
all of whom participated in 4-H and 
showed dairy cattle. When Katy Voss 
served as president of the MHBA from 
1985-'88, she was the third generation 
of her family to head the organization, 
of which Louis Merryman had been 
one of the founders. 

Except for one daughter, Frances 
Walker, who lives in Tucson, Ariz., 
Merryman's daughters and sons are all 
successful local breeder/owner/train¬ 
ers. They are Voss, co-owner along 
with Bob Manfuso of Chanceland 
Farm, a major Thoroughbred facility in 
Howard County; Ann Merryman, of 
Sparks; Elizabeth Hendriks, of Union- 
ville. Pa.; Edwin Merryman of Port De¬ 
posit; and John Merryman Jr. of Glyn- 
don. 

In addition to his wife and children, 
Merryman is survived by a sister, Jo¬ 
sephine Merryman Van Ness of Car- 
pintaria, Va.; a brother, Maj. Pitt 
McLane Merryman of Niceville, Fla.; 
and six grandchildren.

R acing’s highest honor, an Eclipse 
award, went to three Mid-Atlantic- 
breds in 1992—two equine and one hu¬ 
man. 

Virginia-breds Pleasant Tap (older 
male) and Rubiano (sprinter) were divi¬ 
sional champions, and Joseph P. (Josh) 
Pons Jr., who manages his family’s Coun¬ 
try Life Farm near Bel Air, Md., was hon¬ 
ored in the writing category for his Coun¬ 
try Life Diary. 

Other 1992 champions with Mid-At¬ 
lantic connections include Saratoga Dew 
(3-year-old filly), owned by Virginian 
Charles Engel; steeplechaser Lonesome 
Glory, trained by Bruce Miller of Coch- 
ranville. Pa.; and former Maryland-based 


jockey Kent Desormeaux. 

Among the runners-up were Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred Lil E. Tee (3-year-old male) 
and New Jersey-bred Missy’s Mirage (old¬ 
er female). 

Campaigning in the Buckland Farm 
silks of his breeder Thomas Mellon 
Evans, Pleasant Tap last year displayed 
one of the most prized virtues in racing— 
consistency at the highest level. He fin¬ 
ished first or second in nine of ten starts, 
and earned $1,959,914. 

Pleasant Tap’s most impressive victory 
was the Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl, in 
which he came from well off the pace, 
zipped through the final quarter in less 
than :24, and won going away by four and 


a half lengths. He also won last year’s Sub¬ 
urban Handicap-Gl, Churchill Downs 
Handicap-G3 and Commonwealth 
Breeders’ Cup-G3. 

But the 1987 son of Pleasant Colo¬ 
ny—Never Knock by Stage Door Johnny 
is also well-remembered for his final per¬ 
formance in the Breeders’ Cup Classic - 
Gl. Blocked behind horses several times 
in the stretch, he still managed to finish a 
game second to horse of the year A.P. 
Indy. 

Rubiano—the horse who made his 
trainer Scotty Schulhofer hoarse—was a 
folk hero in New York, where time after 
time he came from far behind to win 
stakes by the narrowest of margins. 













The roan, almost white, then-5-year- 
old son of Fappiano—Ruby Slippers by 
Nijinsky II charged through the stretch to 
claim victory in the Vosburgh Handicap- 
Gl, Carter Handicap-Gl, Forego Hand- 
icap-G2, Tom Fool Stakes-G2 and West¬ 
chester Handicap-G3. His seven 1992 
starts also included a third in the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-G 1, and produced earnings of 
$590,520. 

Bred by the Third Kirsmith Racing 
Associates of Richard A. Kirstein and 
Robert Smith, Rubiano was a $650,000 
Saratoga sales yearling. He raced for Cen¬ 
tennial Farms, under a partnership that 
included some 35 owners, headed by 
longtime horseman Don Little. 



Marylander Josh Pons won an Eclipse 

award for his Country Life Diary. 


Country Life Diary , a three-year chron¬ 
icle of day-to-day life at Maryland’s oldest 
family-operated Thoroughbred farm, 
earned Pons his second Eclipse award. He 
received his first in 1981, for a series he 
wrote while on the staff of The Blood- 
Horse magazine. Pons’s Diary was seri¬ 
alized in The Blood-Horse from 
1989-1991, and published in book form 
by The Blood-Horse. It features illustra¬ 
tions by Josh’s wife, Ellen Blackwell Pons. 


Pennsylvania 

G eorge Strawbridge’s homebred Sel¬ 
kirk has been retired in a blaze of 
glory. The 5-year-old son of Sharpen Up 
(GB), who entered stud this season at 
Lanwadcs Stud in England, was an over¬ 
seas champion. He was assigned top 
weight of 128 pounds for seven furlongs 
plus on the 1992 International Classifica¬ 
tions. 

Last year Selkirk won the Celebration 
Mile Stakes-Gl, the Lockinge Stakes-G2 


and the Challenge Stakes-G2 for his sec¬ 
ond championship season in a row. He 
was the highweight for the middle dis¬ 
tance as a 3-year-old in 1991. 

■ The race track was not the only arena in 
which Pennsylvania-breds proved them¬ 
selves last year. The two leading stallions 
in North America in 1992 were both 
Pennsylvania-breds foaled at Marshall 
Jenney’s Derry Meeting Farm near Coch- 
ranville. 

Leading general sire Danzig, who 
with $6,932,569 in progeny earnings 
topped the North American sires list for 
the second consecutive year, represents 
one of the highlights of Jenney’s illus¬ 
trious career. The 16-vear-old horse was 
bred by Jenney in partnership with 
William S. Farish III, and sold for 
$310,000 to Henryk de Kwiatkowski. 

Danzig is the product of a mating 
between Northern Dancer and Pas de 
Nom (by Admiral’s Voyage) whom Jen¬ 
ney and Farish bought as a 3-year-old af¬ 
ter she had won a stakes in Canada at age 
2. The partners campaigned Pas de Nom 
to win three more stakes. Danzig was the 
mare’s second foal. 

Storm Cat, leading sire of 2-year-olds 
in 1992, was foaled at Derry Meeting in 
1983, when his dam Terlingua was briefly 
boarded there. Breeder William T. Young 
had booked Terlingua back to Northern 
Dancer at nearby Windfields Farm. 

■ The Lyman family’s Maui Meadow 
Farm has been on a winning streak. 

Two offspring of Maui Meadow stal¬ 
lion T.V. Alliance had impressive maiden 
victories. The 4-year-old colt Lemmon 
Pepper, bred by Mrs. Charles B. Lyman 
and owned bv Wendy H. Mutnick, scored 
by five and a half lengths in a maiden spe¬ 
cial at Garden State on January 16. Only 
two days later. Rusty Muck, a 3-year-old 
first-time starter bred and owned by 
members of the Lyman family, drew off to 
a seven-length victory at Philadelphia 
Park. 

T.V. Alliance, a foal of 1978 by T.V. 
Commercial—La Belle Alliance by 
Staunchness, won or placed in 7 of 12 
starts, including a victory in the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Futurity. He stands at Maui Mead¬ 
ow, in West Chester, for $1,000 live foal. 

■ Stephen C. Rowan, a popular Penn Na¬ 
tional-based trainer whose good horses 
included Maryland-bred champion Dou¬ 
bly Clear, died recently at age 69. A native 
of Flushing, N.Y., he rode on the flat and 
over jumps before becoming a trainer in 
1954. His clients included Peter Fuller, 
C.M. Liddell, Ann and Tom Brede, Vic¬ 
toria Calantoni, Pesardian Stables and 
Ralph Leonard. 


Survivors include his wife of 48 years, 
Muriel; a son Steve, who trains at Phila¬ 
delphia Park; and a daughter Valeri Con- 
za, who is also a trainer at Penn National. 

West Virginia 

A n increase in the number of yearlings 
nominated to the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics was reported by execu¬ 
tive director Carol Holden. Some 257 
yearlings were made eligible for future 
runnings of the Classics after the first of 
two eligibility payment deadlines on De¬ 
cember 31. 

This year’s 1993 Classics will be held 
September 10 at Charles Town. The win¬ 
ner of last year’s featured $200,000 
Ronrico Breeders Classic, Coin Collector, 
is expected to return to defend his title. 

New Jersey 

K eno is not coming to New Jersey—at 
least in the near future. 

Governor Jim Florio directed the New 
Jersey Lottery Commission to withdraw 
its approval of a pilot program that would 
have initiated the game at selected loca¬ 
tions. u It is clear,” Florio reportedly com¬ 
mented, “that the issue of this particular 
game must be examined in a broader con¬ 
text. There is a need to evaluate the com¬ 
plete gambling picture in New Jersey. . . 
we should not rush into establishing 
keno.” 

The governor’s action was hailed by 
racing and casino groups. “We were very 
much opposed to it. It’s good news,” said 
New Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Benevolent Association president John 
Forbes. 

■ Steve Schwartz, former director of 
public relations for the New York Racing 
Association, has been named director of 
Thoroughbred media relations for the 
New Jersey Sports and Exposition Au¬ 
thority. 

Schwartz, 46, will be responsible for 
Thoroughbred media relations at Mon¬ 
mouth Park and Meadowlands.

M aryland-based sire Caveat had a 
sensational record on the turf in 
1992.

When bad things happen 
he's the best around

If there's one thing Conrad Spence has learned 
during his ten years around the race track, it's that 
horsepeople hate to admit they're hurt. 

So when Gretchen Mobberley—an iron woman 
even by backstretch standards—was in distress after 
being kicked by a horse last summer, the Laurel race 
course ambulance driver immediately arranged for a 
helicopter to transport her to the Maryland Shock 
Trauma Center. 

"He saved my life," says Mobberley. "Spence knew 
enough to realize I hadn't just had the wind knocked 
out of me." 

Although such extreme examples—thankfully—are 
rare, they have made Conrad Spence (who usually 
goes by his last name) a much-appreciated fixture at 
Maryland's two major Thoroughbred tracks. 

"In an emergency there's no one better," says Dr. 
Benjamin Manchester, medical director of the first aid 
room. 

"Everyone feels good about having Spence out 
there in that ambulance," comments Laurel/Pimlico 
general manager Jim Mango. 

An emergency medical technician (EMT), Spence, 
35, believes he has one of the best jobs in the world. 
He's out on the track every morning for training hours 
(6 to 10 a.m.), and after a break he returns during the 
races in the afternoons. The only full-time ambulance 
employee, he is in charge of a staff of about 20 EMTs, 
mostly professional firefighters, who work part-time 
at Laurel and Pimlico. Two EMTs, usually Spence and 
one other person, are on duty during all training and 
racing hours. 

"We may go for two or three days without an inci¬ 
dent," says Spence, who sits with his partner in the 
ambulance, watching the action on the track, "then 
something will happen that brings all your knowledge 
and experience into play." 

Track superintendent John Passero marvels at the 
way Spence can "almost spot something before it hap¬ 
pens. . .Somebody will be falling off a horse, and 
Spence is already on his way." 

Unlike most emergency workers, Spence has al¬ 
ready gotten to know most of the people he takes care 
of, having seen them at work every day. "That makes it 
easier in some ways, but harder in others," he says. 


His two worst incidents have involved Mrs. Mob¬ 
berley and Cecil Daugherty, an exercise girl gravely 
injured when a horse went down during training in 
1986. Amazingly, considering the severity of her inju¬ 
ry, Mobberley recovered and came back to work within 
weeks. Daugherty survived, but remains seriously 
disabled. 

"We always treat for the worst," says Spence. The 
track has two ambulances, recently purchased from 
the Bethesda-Chevy Chase Rescue Squad, with state- 
of-the-art equipment. 

Spence, who also coordinates the emergency medi¬ 
cal services in the infield on Preakness day, still gets the 
same adrenaline high that he first experienced as a 
youngster, watching emergency shows on television. 
"It's wonderful knowing you can really make a differ¬ 
ence in somebody's life," he says. "You get to treat 
other people the way you would want to be treated." 

He grew up in the Glendale area of Prince Georges 
County, and managed to graduate a year early from 
high school. Working various jobs—cleaning apart¬ 
ments, moving pianos—Spence pursued his ambition 
by becoming a volunteer firefighter. "That's where I 
got all my training," he says. When he isn't working at 
the tracks, he still volunteers for several fire companies 
near his home in Savage. 

His firefighting experience led to part-time jobs at 
Laurel and the now-defunct Freestate Raceway in the 
early '80s, and from there he gained permanent em¬ 
ployment. 

An amateur photographer in his spare time, and a 
salesperson for Amway products, Spence, who is sin¬ 
gle but "has a lot of girlfriends," has a special feeling 
for women riders. "I was an only child, and I always 
wanted a little sister," he says. "Sometimes I imagine 
what it would be like if one of these girls was my sis¬ 
ter." 

Although he didn't start out as a racing fan, he has 
become a close follower of the sport. "Most people 
would be amazed if they could see what goes on 
around the race track," he says. "These people work so 
hard, doing everything they can to take good care of 
the animals. Sometimes it takes four or five people 
working, just to get a horse to the race track. That really 
surprised me at first." □

Race track industry leadership 


With the election of a new president, the national industry trade 
organization for race tracks, the Fair Hill (Md.)-based Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations (TRA), is again talking about leading this industry into for¬ 
merly neglected areas such as marketing. As a result, I cannot forbear 
sharing the following excerpt from a speech I gave to an industry meeting 
in 1990: 

"I'd feel better about the future of horse racing if I were convinced that 
those who have the most at risk—by that, I mean the owners of America's 
major race tracks—were actively and collectively involved in shaping the 
future of this industry. 

"Over the years, tracks have not committed to work together, either to 
expand their business or to anticipate the future. For a variety of reasons, all 
of them suspect, they have chosen on most topics to go independent ways. 

"Yet, of all the groups in racing, whose members have the most direct 
control over our product and its presentation? And which have the greatest 
equity investment in the business, presumably the most at stake? 

"In my opinion, tracks have defaulted grossly on their position of 
leadership. They have left too much of the rapidly changing future to 
chance or to others, and, as a result, have failed to capitalize on countless 
opportunities to achieve full potential of their own industry." 

Because racing is changing more rapidly—and more dramatically— 
than anyone expected, TRA's new leader, David Vance of Remington Park, 
may finally be able to attract some followers. 

Were we asked, we would suggest that race tracks start their march to 
leadership by vowing never to reiterate their perennial rationalization for 
inaction; i.e., only state racing commissions have the power to control 
racing. That vow alone would represent a major—and long overdue—step 
forward.
